Cayuoa, Sept. 21, 1857. 

Yesterday morning, oftor passing through 
narrow prumges and listening ro thogrnling 
of innajivo Ixifta nnd bora, tho turnkey usher- 
ed mo into Iho presonca of tho supposed 
Townsend, whoso arrest hns cnuscd so much 
exciiement nnd imoroat throughout, this 
country. Contrary to my expectaiions, ' I 
behold nn ollcnuatod individual, with any- 
thing but a ferocious appearance, or other in* 
dicntion by which ho might bo recognized 
os boing cspahlo of committing tho horrible 
nitrociiiea with which his accuiora chargo 
hhn. Ho is much emitter in utoluro ihnn 1 
had anticipated, nnd taken altogether is not 
a per&on <>no would bo afraid to meet ntty^ 
whom. Ho hns n wild oyo, which Is con- 
tinually on tho move. His lips nro thin, 
nnd indicate great firmness and I should ssy 
a coldness of disposition which hns removed 
from his heart everything of tho lender and 
eiTcclioQQto. His language is excited and 
exlruvngaiit, Interspersed with oaths and 
blasphemioa which ahoc'k and disgust tho oar 
of tho listcnor.

that I did not know Townsend or McUenry. 
oud consffjuonily had not' sought ar. inter' 
view for the purpcao ho supposed, but mere- 
ly to see and apeak with n man who had 
croalod euch o furoro throughout this coun- 
try.
